Harbor by 
railroad with those parts of, our State which. yeild the great staple 
of our commerce, and, with her magnificent" timber region. ` The 
importance of this connection is the ‘more apparent now'that (he 
prospect of the early completion of lines.of railrcad in progress 
through the State, assures us that we will be enabled’ by that cen- 
nection to avail ourselves of the wholé vast railroad system ' of the 
United States in develepin g the capacities, of the harbor as a ship- 
ping point., ‘ 

A capacious and securely sheltered harbor exists on our iu coast, 
having a depth of water ‘Sufficient to float the heaviest tonnage’ em- 
‘ployed in ethe commerce of. the gulf, "The entràrce to it from the 
sea is free from obstacles, and. the approach to it from the main 
land presents no difficulties" which cannot be , easily surmounted. 
To render this harbor, available and thus secüre the ‘commercial 
independence of the State, is the duy. of her Government, and 
should be the:pride 9f her citizens. ac isa measure “of vast ‘pub. 
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lic importance, if not of absolute publie necessity, and should com? 
. mand the serjous.attantion of- those, chasged' with; the. administra- 
tion.of the State ,Governn 
outset to indeavor. tọ enlist private capital and. individual enterprise: 
as auxiliary to, tha construction, ofthe railroad, leading to the-bar« 
bor; but when it becomes manifest:that the first great step towards: 
its development, making. -it-the depot of.a, great thoroughfare for: 
commerce and travel, must fail without direct aid from'the State, it. 
is the. plain duty of her government, by some decisive, action, to 
give the assurance that the requiredaid will be granted, ° ~ — 
The indications of .public feeling in regard.to.the enterprise, af.

Gp , they will amount to a sum sufficient to warrant the company in 
entering upon the work. There is a: general and settled belief 
that without some aid from the State, the important enterprise can- 
not be carried out. There is a reluctance on the part of those 
otherwise inclined to subscribe to the stock, to do so until there 
` shall be a decisive manifestation on the part of the State Govern- 

ai towards the road. In this condition of things the action ef 
the Legislature is looked to with deep interest as involving the fate 
of this great measure. Firmly impressed with its vast importance, 
I earnestly commend it to your serious consideration. It should be 
borne in mind that beyond the sum of $5,000 devoted to the sur- 
vey of the route, the State has appropriated nothing out of her own 
treasury to the enterprise. The power to employ the means for 
such a purpose undoubtedly exists in the Legislature, and though 
the people properly scrutinize all measures tending to lay burdens 
on the treasury, they are prepared to approve whatever action may 
be clearly demanded by the great interests of the State, In this 
view of the subject I would submit to you, in the event of your 
adopting the tax of } of one per cent., whether or not it would be 
expedient to put the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad on the same 
footing as the other roads now in progress—allowing to each in 
proportion to their length in the State—or in proportion to the 
amount of road unfinished—or an equal division.

I will be ready fully to co-operate with you in carrying 
out the views of our very practical and intelligent Superintendent 
and Board—and I recommend to your careful consideration, the 
various suggestions therein made, as I am myself fully satisfied of 
their general propriety. If you wish to be relieved of the present 
heavy expenditure by the State, in support of this institution, you 
must greatly improve its condition, and amply provide for the classi- 
fication and accommodation of pay patients—as each pay patient 
will take off the expense of supporting several pauper patients. 
Iu the present condition of the Asylum you have but few pay 
patients—nor can you éver have many, unless you adopt some 
such system as will give to them the most ample and comfortable 
accommodation.

character and yet do not throw a.caroff the track, - This ‘distinc. 
tion would be a very nice and difficult one to determine, and if. at- 
tempted to be established, would. probably occasion doubt and con- 
fusion on the trial that might result:in the acquittal of. persons who 
ought to be convicted. Besides, very few, if any obstructions or 
injuries to Railroads would: be productive of serious damage with- 
out actually throwing one or more of the cars off the track, and the 
committee think therefore that these offenses may well be left to the 
punishment now imposed by law. As your committee feel bound. 
fo.report against the bill itself, of course the amendments proposed 
fall with it. But as the proposition respecting the liability of 
Railread Companies for injuries to stock, may be. renewed in an- 
other form, and as your committee have considered that subject, 
also, they: would further remark that the existing statute law, and 
the decisions of the High Court of Errors and Appeals put that 
matter, as they think, upon the proper footing.

ment received at the hands of said Superintendent during the pro. 
gress of their examination of the accounts, vouchers and books 
appertaining to the Institution. 

Your committee have examined all the books and accounts for 
each month with vouchers from February 1856 until October 1858, 
inclusive. This period embraced the expenditure of an appropri- 
ation made by the Legislature of 1856, of six thousand dollars, 
and also the appropriation of forty, thousand dollars, made by the 
last Legislature, all which appropriations have been faithfully ap. 
plied and properly accounted for by vouchers. For details in re- 
ference to these expenditures, see published report of the officers 
of the Penitentiary. 

The building erected for a Cotton Factory is two hundred feet 
long by sixty feet wide, and is such a building as meets the wants 
of the Institution. It will accomodate ‘machinery enough to work 
near five hundred hands, and the engine has sufficient. power to 
run all the machinery that the building will contain, having the 
labor, the building and the motive power. Your committee re- 
commend the appropriation of twenty thousand six hundred dollars 
to supply additional machinery, which if allowed, they have no 
doubt that the Cotton Factory will prove a source of revenue to the 
State.

(Committee on the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, as follows : 

Your committee would respectfully report that they have had 
the subject submitted to them under consideration, and have agreed 
Without a dissenting voice to recommend to the Legisiture the 
adoption of the accompanying bill. 

The construction of the Gulf and Ship Island Road, in the opin- 
ion of your committee, is a subject of paramount importance to the 
interest and prosperity of the State. "The Legislature has from 
time to time, passed various acts appropriating lands to the ultimate 
construction of this road, but nothing has heretofore been done 
looking to direct, immediate and tangible action towards securing 
£he building and speedy completion of this great State undertaking. 

The legislation proposed by your committee will, if adopted by 
this Legislature, prove, as your committee believe, the most au- 
spicious for the prompt and energetic prosecution of this work, 
that could be adopted. 

Dy virtue of the provisions of the act passed on the 2d day of 
March, A. D. 1854, in relation to the Internal Improvement Fund, 
the sum of above four hundred and twenty-six thousand dollars has- 
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been invested in the stock of the New Orleans; Jackson ond Great 
Northrrn Road. : By the terms of this investment, when the stock 
could be sold at par, it was to be sold by ‘the State and reinvested 
in the stock of the Ship Island Road, on the conditions specified in 
the act of March 2d, referred to. It thus appears that there is no 
probability of making this large sum available in the construction 
of the Gulf and Ship Island Road until the stock of the New Orlenas 
and Jackson Road shall become par. It became, therefore, im- 
portant for your committee to look into the question whether there 
was any speedy prospect of such an event and how it could be ac- 
complished. d 

Without going at length into the argument, your committee are 
satisfied that if permission be given by this Legislature to the New 
Orleans. Jeckson and Great Northern Road to stop its work of 
construction at the town of Canton, it will avail itself of the privi- 
lege, and thus bring about the result on which the prospect of 
beginning to build the Ship Island Road in anything like a reason- 
able time depends. Relieve the New Orleans Road from the ob- 
ligations imposed by the charter, and its stock will, in the opinion 
of your committee, soon rise to par, and can be made available for 
immediate investment in the Gulf and Ship Island Road. To 
grant this permission to that corporation to stop its line-of Road at 
Canton, is clearly within the power of the State, as it’ merely 
relieves the company from the obligation imposed by the State. It 
imposes no necessity on the company to stop at Canton, but is 
merely permissive; and will not be accepted unless clearly to the 
interest of the company. ‘That it is to the interest of the State as 
a Stockholder, whose stock when it reaches par is to be investsd 
in the Gulf and Ship Island Road, that the New Orleans Company 
should stop at Canton is obvious, The income of the Road, which - 
will be large, will then become at once a source of profit to the 
Stockholders, and the stock will appreciate and become valuable. 
But if the income is expended in the construction, it will be years 
before-the stock will yield any dividend. It is an act of common 
justice to the Stockholders in the New Orleans Road to permit 
‘them to exercise their own judgment in the expenditure of their 
means within this State ; and the interest of the State is on this 
point manifestly identical with.that of the private Stockholders. 

If the New Orleans Road is permitted to stop at Canton, very 
nearly one-half million of dollars will within twelve months time, 
in all probability, be placed in the "Treasury of the State, to the 
credit of the Gulf and ShipIsland Road; and there are in addition 
upwards of a half million of dollars more pledged by the State, in 
the stock of the State in the Mobile and Ohio Road, and in the 
Mississippi Central Road, in the three per cent. fund loaned to the 
different roads, and in the Internal lmprovement fund yet to be 
received. — 

Your committee are advised that there are now pledged by dif- 
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ferent acts of the Legislature. nearly $1,000,000 of means to the 
Ship Island Road. It has -by virtue of the grant of land from 
Congress five hundred thousand acres of land, and it may be safely 
estimated that the bounty and private subseriptions along the line 
of the route will not fall below $400,000. Estimating the land at 
being worth an averagé when the road is built of $2 per acre, 
and the available property of the Company, if the suggested legis- 
lation be granted and accepted, will not fall short of $2,500,000, 
a sum nearly enough according to the estimates to build the entire 
road. 

Estimating the length of the road at f50 m iles, and its cost at. 
$20,000 per mile, and this is a full estimate, it will make the full 
cost of the road $3,000,000 ; which is the engineer’s calculation. 
With two millions and a half of reliable means, there would be no 
difficulty in securing either by loan or subscription, or apptopria- 
tion out of the State Treasury the residue required to complete the 
road. 

Viewing it asa work of the first importance, on which the future 
glory and greatness of the State in great measure depends, and 
believing that it is now in the power of the State to secure its 
speedy construction, your committee have unanimously agreed to 
recommend that the legislation asked for on behalf of the New 
Orleans and Jackson Road be granted, and in the event ‘that that 
is done, that the accompanying bill should also receive the sanction 
of the Legislature. :

Mr. PnEsrpENT :— The joint standing committee on the Lunatic 
Asylum have instructed me to report that they have examined the 
condition and general management of this Institution, and beg 
leave to sübmit the following as the result of their investigation : 

The first thing to which the attention of the committee was di. 
rected, was the condition of the buildings, and the accommodations 
of the patients, relating directly to their healtb and comfort, as in- 
dispensible to the success and usefulness of this Institution. ‘lhey 
found the floors of the wards and -sells -perfectly clean, and the 
appearance of the inmates cleanly, but in all the wards there is a 
strong and unpleasant stench arising from the water closets: .. The 
committee are informed that ithas been increasing for several yeara, 
and some ‘members of your committee know this to'be true. This’ 
is a& serious évil, and must be prejudicial to the health of the 
patients. It was foreseen by. Dr. Langley; (the former Surperin- 
tendent,) and by the present Superintendent:that this stench would 
increase, and could only b» remedied by fixing iron instead of 
leaden pipes to the water closets, with such an arrangement. as 
would produce a downward instead of an upward current of air 
through. the pipes. - Dr. Williamson, the present Superintendent, 
has ordered suitable pipes for this purpose, and this intolerable 
stench which strikes the sense of every person who enters any one 
of ac i will soon be removed, Your committee have learned 
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upon further erainifation: ithattheré ig a:deffet énéj indie ‘ap ply: of 
blankets and bedding for thë patiénts during the! winter’ Season ‘but 
the committee have been assured by, the Superintendent "that this 
deficency shall at once be- suppliéd.- "By joint tesdlition ef the'tiro 
Houses; your commiltéé were ‘authorized tó “génd for persons arid. 
papers, with a.viewto-ifiquire-into thé trüth of “all rumors and come 
plaints as to ill usage of the patients at’ the hands èf the! officers" 
and employees of the Asyl. - Your eorümittee-take' pléaSüre in | 
stating that upon investigation tbey can find nothing to justify such’ 
rumors: or ‘cottiplaints. - Neither. have they been:-able to discóvér 
any just ground for rumors of immoral conduct on thè párt'of' offí-: 
cers and employees of the: Asylum, although the committee" have-' 
given their special and unremitting attention'in making us intese ^ 
tigation. 

The next thing to which the committee would'call your special 
attention is the financial condition of this Institution,'and they re- 
gret to say that they cannot speak in favorable terms of the manner 
in which the appropriations for the support of the Asylum have 
been disbursed. "There appears to have been none of the ordinary 
checks imposed upon thé disbursements of money or the making of 
purchases, although the By-Laws adopted by the Trustees, require 
that every voucher shall be audited and allowed by a committee ‘of 
the Board. Yet your committee have found that this necessary and’ : 
indispensible rule has been wholly neglected, and the whole of the 
sum appropriated for the support of the Asylum has been disbursed 
by the Steward and Superintendent, without any direction of the 
Trustees, or any examination of the vouchers by the auditing com- 
mittee. Under such a loose system of management. it would be 
matter of astonishment if there was not wasteful and unnecessary 
expenditure of money. But your committee would also remark, . 
that owing to the fact that an-old debt has been carried forward" 
from year fo year, from the time the buildings were completed, and 
absorbing annually'a eonsiderable portion ofthe. support fund, it 
has been found impossible to make purchases at wholesale prices, 
and the Steward has been often compelled to purchase pro- 
visions: at retail and on credit at. exhorbitant prices, when 
the purchases should have been at wholesale prices. This - 
is some justification for ‘the heavy outlay of money, but a stop; 
should. be put at once, to this extravagant and ruinóus practice, by 
a sufficient appropriation to pay off all old debts, and to enable 
those entrusted with the disbursement of the money, to purchase 
supplies at wholesale cash prices. By adopting this course, the 
committee believe that thousands of dollars would be saved ainu- 
ally in prices alone. l 

‘Another matter to which your committee would: invite your atten- 
tion isthe manner in which the officers of this’ institution have : 
discharged their respective duties. "The By-laws require that there 
should be quarterly ana monthly meetings of the Board of Truse

perhaps expecting toa much of gentlemen actively éngagedi in ‘their’ 
private businéss’ to devote much of: their, time to thé public service, 
without"compensation, arid there will then be an obligation « on their 
part, which there cari be ho pretext f for violating. ` 

Neglect of duty is not: chargeable to the Trustees alone. dihas 
come to the knowledge of the committee ‘that on more than one 
occasion both the Physicisinis arid the Steward "have been absent 
from the Asylum at the same time. Such neglect of duty by ‘paid 
officers cannot be too strongly censured. ` The presence of at least 
one of these officers is at all times necessary.. Within. the pres. 
ent month a pay patient was left at the Asylum late in the evening, 
on the 4th inst., in charge ot the. Steward, to be taken care of till 
next morning, when the person who brought him to the Asylum was 
to return and: execute the proper bond for his support. It appears 
that both the physicians were ‘absent, and that the Steward came 
into the city immediately after receiving the patient. Dr. William.’ 
son réturried to the ‘Asylum about 8 o'clock in‘the evening and not. 
finding any evidence that the Steward had agreed. to.take care of 
the patient during the night, had him sent off to the city in an 
open cart, where he was exposed in the streets an-hour or two be- 
fore any one could come to. his relief. The. night was cold and 
inclement. The next morning thé old man was again taken .to 
the Asylum and the proper bond was execüted for him as'a pay pa- 
tient, but your committee’ heard the’ melancholy intelligence..on 
Friday the 19th inst., that he had died of Pneumonia; This case 
is mentiened to show the importance of somé officer authorized to 
receive patients, heing always present at the Asylum. The com- 
mittee were further informed that the Superintendent directed that 
unless the person could be found who brought the old manto the As- 
ylum, he was to be left‘in'the streets. "The committee can not dis- - 
miss this matter without expressing the opinion that an official who 
would thus violate every feeling of humanity, upon a too rigid con- 
struction of law, deserves, the severést censure.

_ One other remark, in making this report, which.we endeavor to 
make as full-as, our investigation will justify. The Superintendent 
has at times, been given to habits of intemperance, though this hag 
not occurred as we are informed within the last.four months, -It.is. 
proper to make this statement, as we wish to lay before you all the. 
facts which have come to our knowledge without reservation. 

By a judicious mode of auditing the Steward's voucher at the. 
monthly meetings of the Board, and endorsing the. approval.of the. 
Board across.the face of his entries, your committee believe that 
the office of Book-Keeper, at a salary of six hundred dolla rs, may 
be dispensed with.
